A. Claims in the Case 

Claims 1-5, 8, 10-14, and 16-21 have been rejected. Claims 11-14, 16, 17, and 19 have 
been objected to. Claims 11-13, 14, 16, 17, and 19 have been canceled. Claim 1 has been 
amended. Claims 23-28 have been added. Claims 1-5, 8, 10, 18, 20-21 and 23-28 are pending in 
the case. 

B. Claim Objections 

The Examiner has indicated that claims 11-14, 16, 17, and 19 would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Applicant would like to thank the Examiner for the indication of allowable subject 
matter. Fiirthermore, in order to expedite prosecution of the application, Applicant has amended 
base claim 1 to include the features of claim 19. Applicant respectfully submits that claim 1, and 
the claims dependent from claim 1, are in condition for allowance. 

Applicant notes that new claim 23 includes the features of claim 1 in combination with 
the features of claim 1 1 . New claim 24 includes the features of claim 12. New claim 25 includes 
the features of claim 1 in combination with the features of claim 13. New claim 26 includes the 
features of claim 1 in combination with the features of claim 14. New claim 27 includes the 
features of claim 1 in combination with the features of claim 16. Applicant respectfully submits 
that claims 23-27 are in condition for allowance.
